TAKAEZU, TOSHIKO 

Born in 1922 in Pepeekeo, Hawaii. Miss Takaezu studied at the University 
of Hawaii, Honolulu School of Art and at the Cranbrook Academy of Art in 
Bloomfield Hill, Michigan—in both cases on scholarship. The following 
exhibitions and galleries have exhibited her work: The Syracuse Ceramic 
National Exhibition, the Museum of Contemporary Crafts, Midwest Designer 
Craftsmen at Chicago Institute of Art, the Wisconsin Craftsmen Show, the 
Butler Institute, the University of Illinois Invitational Show, Scripps 
College, the Smithsonian Institute, the University of Wisconsin, Bonniers 
in New York City, the Mi ami Ceramics Exhibition, America House, the Joslyn 
Museum, the University of Nebraska, La Galeria de los Artesanos in New 
Mexico, the Library of Hawaii, the Cleveland May Shows from 1957 through 1966.
